Blanshard was only thirty-two years of age 
when appointed Governor of the Island. Born 
in 181 7. he was the eldest son of I homas 
Henry Blanshard of Kirby. Essex. He ma¬ 
triculated at Christ Church m October. 1835, 
and was a student at Lincoln's Inn in 1839, 
taking hu B. A at Queen's College. Cambridge, 
in 1840. and his M.A. in 1844. He was 
called to the bar in November, 1844.

"Victoria, however, is unfit as a harbor for 
any but the smallest vessels, the one entrance is 
long and very tortuous, the company's ships 
never enter without risk and difficulty, and arc 
sometimes, as I have seen myself, ashore for 
sevei.al tides in attempting to enter. Even their 
small schooners have to watch for opportunities 
to get in and out. It has always been a matter 
of the greatest surprise to me that the compaay s 
servants should have placed their establislunent 
at Victoria instead of Esquimalt. which is an 
excellent harbor, capable of receiving vessels of 
any draught and accessible at all times. Vessels 
lying at Victoria are obliged to send there for 
water, which can only be done m the calmest

THE DRIVER 

The history of H.M.S. Driver, according 
to facts gathered by Major E. V. Longstaffe. 
chairman of the Historical Association’s mari¬ 
time committee, is an interesting one. Blan¬ 
shard was residing in Jamaico in 1849. he 
points out. and on appointment he pro¬ 
ceeded to Panama, where he joined the Driver, 
which conveyed him 3.968 miles to Vic¬ 
toria. Finding no official residence awaiting 
him on his arrival, he was forced, during the 
first few weeks of his rule, to live in the Driver, 
which already had to accommodate the com¬ 
mander and eight other officers. ’Ilie Driver 
thus acted as the first Government House on 
the Northwest Coast. Later Blanshard was 
lodged in the fort, and afterwards, according 
to Mr. Anderson, a small official house was 
built for Governor Blanshard outside the fort. 
His only; staff was his own body-servant %vho 
had come with him from the West Indies. 

H.M.S. Driver of 1,056 tons. Commander 
! Charles Richardson Jqhnson. R.N.. was com¬ 
missioned for the Pacific Station at Woolwich 
on Septembfcr 16. 1848. She returned to 
Sheerness in 1854 and was again commissioned 
for special aervice there on February 26. 1855. 
On May 20. 1861. she was commissioned for 
service on the North American and West Indies 
i station, and was wrecked on August 18 of the 
same year on Manguana Island, and became 
a total loss. She had been launched at Ports¬ 
mouth m 1840. so lha* her life was just over 
twenty years, while that of the Hudson s Bay 
Company steamer Beaver was. fifty-five years 
r (T835 ter i 888 ). Thr*Dnver had- paddle en- ~ 
gines of 280 horsepower, her hull was 180 
j feet long, thirty-six feet beam, twenty-one feet 
I depth of. hold, light draught of water seven feel 
afore and eight feet six inches abaft. She was 
designed by Sir William Symonds on the lines 
j of H.M.S. Slromboli (870 tous an d 2 8 0 horse 
power and built at Portsmooth, 1839). but 
with met eased width for power and coal 
stowage. 

THE GORGON f ! T ^ 

So far no contemporary picture has been 
discovered of H.M.S. Driver, but last Summer 
the maritime committee of the B.C. Historical 
Association discovered a colored lithograph of 

H. M. steam sloop Gorgon in a print shop at 
Portsmouth, and it is now in Victoria. Dm 
old lithograph has been photographed and a 
post card made from it. and copies can be ob¬ 
tained at the Victoria Book and Stationery 
Company on Government Street, ihe Gorgon 

i was 1.111 tons, so that she was only fifty-five 
tens larger than the Driver, but as regards ap¬ 
pearance of hull and ng the two might be called 
sister vessels.

The Driver was not the first British naval 
steamer on the northwest coast, this honor be¬ 
longing to- H.M. steam sloop Cormorant, of 

I. 057 tons,^ under Captain George Iliomas 
Gordon, which was m the Straits of Fuca in 
June, 1846. There was another Captain Gor¬ 
don in these waters about th*t time, byt his 
name was the Honorable John, and he flew his

"The Paris Embassy During the 
Second Empire " Earl Cowley wa# sent to Parle 
at the ags of forty-eight, succeeding hla father In 
the post after an Interval of alx years It wa* a 
Whig appointment, but the Earl, as these papers 
prove, stood very much on the right wing of 
Whlggiah Liberalism.

Is this decrease In the tuberculosis death rate 
due to the Increased consumption of cigarettes * 
jn*wc* 0 d*ttt<vm*J*uf*etur*r» do not Mtplttftte***:

recant Issue of tha Dental Cosmos Magazine by 
two members of the School of Dentistry of the 
University of Pennsylvania, who not only declare 
that the smoking of a cigarette "occasions an im¬ 
mediate drop of about forty per cent In the num¬ 
ber of bacteria removable by rinsing the mouth." 
but also quote** French scientist as saving that 
"tobacco smoke affects very seriously the growth 
of bacilli of tuberculosis and influenza." 

The average smoker Is likely to be unconvinced 
by theee assertions He Is likely to believe, from 
his own experience, that there la such a thing 
as discomfort frond smoking too much. Just afe 
there Is from eating too much; but as to general 
effect on health, he will perceive no relation at all, 
one way or the other.

I have pur¬ 
posely omitted the pass through which the E. 8c 
N. railway crosses from the steep shores of Fln- 
layson Arm to the fine valley of Shawnlgan Lake. 
Of It I shall give a more detailed description from 
Its Importance as an old means of communica¬ 
tion snd as having visited It only a few days ago. 

The train, which has been slowly climbing from 
Ootdstream. 280 feet, attains 758 feet at Beventeen- 
mlle Post, a distance of Just over six miles. It 
then rises 182 feet more In the next three miles, 
so thst at Mslshst station we are 91S feet above 
sea-level, and at tbe summit of the P»m between 
Plnlayson Arm and Shawnlgan Lake. Tbe sur¬ 
rounding country has all tbe characters associated 
with broad “heights of land": the flattlsh surface, 
the swamps with their coarse grass snd shrubs, 
the rough boulders, the occasionally protruding 
bed-rock. Almost one might be at the “Orest 
Divide." where the waters of the continental 
backbone pass to the Pacific and Hudson Bay, 
only our Malahat altitude would have to be mul¬ 
tiplied by six. 


To dome nearer home, it to to be expected that 
passes would occupy an important place In the 
story of Vancouver Island's development The 
first settlements were made on the Coast, but it 
was not long before attempts were made to open 
communications across the Island or Into Its in¬ 
terior. In some instances such communication 
could quite easily be accomplished, the only diffi¬ 
culty being the heavy timber of the low valleys. 
But the ranges of rocky hills becoming more 
mountainous with the northwest trend of the 
Island made tt necessary to find real passes 
through their flanks. In the vicinity of Victoria 
the Sooke Hills are crossed In the west by means 
of the north-south east-west valleys of Ooldatream 
and Mctchoaln districts snd access to thus ob¬ 
tained to the southwest coast. For many years the 
east coast was reached by the Booke Lake road 
up the side of the Coldstream Valley and across 
the divide between the headwaters of that river 
and 8ook e ‘Lake, requiring a rise of 900 feet in 
about two miles and a quarter, while the Island

The view from the summit to particularly fine 
looking up Plnlayson Arm towards Mount Fin- 
leyaon. which frdm this point of view looks more 
Monad nock-like than usual, from the level ap¬ 
pearance of the land to the east.

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Saanich Gravel Bed Yields Another Fossil of

O N the north side of Mount Douglas the 
road passes a largo excavation in tho 
aand and gravel deposits fianklug the 
biU. Prom her# Saanich Municipality 
w- obtain* material far It* roads The piles 
of . rejected boulders of different *l»e grow slowly 
tor the harsh music of the mechanical sifter and 
the coming and going of the trucks with their 
loads. 

As the work proceeds and newer faces are 
opened up Nature comes behind and slowly be¬ 
gins the business of rehabilitating the great gash. 
Plants that Were unknown on the old forest 
floor, with Its mosses and salal and creeping twin- 
flower and yerba buena, suddenly spring up. Borne 
are common weeds, world-wide wanderers of shady 


repute. Others are natives whose mobile 
have found here an attractive place of settlement. 
Of the latter I have particularly noticed tha 
showy coltsfoot with its decorative leaves lined 
with white velvet and its heads of white flowers 
touched with a tinge of lilac. In the warm Spring 
days the flowers ace a favorite resort of certain 
Insects that revel In the dusty pollen as they seek 
the sweets Of the floral tubes. The coltsfoot 
loves moist sand, and from such soils at the foot 
of the Cordova Bay cliffs its seeds have traveled 
up to the screes of the gravel pit. 

. If thus we may see In this uncovering of tho 
httrs flank an opportunity in the present for 

one of those readjustments In which Nature la so 
prolific, we may also learn something of the paat 
and of life as once it was. Through the kindness 
of Mr Be well. Clerk of Saanich. I was enabled 
some time ago to announce the finding of a primi¬ 
tive elephant's tooth in the gravel pit, and I have 
now to record that he has sent me a very curious 
clay nodule from these deposits of material from 
the time of the aecond glacial retreat. The 
nodule is curious in the first place because its 


fragile nature would seem to have made It im- 
poselbie for it te resist the shocks and blows of 
It* transportation her* in the society of boulders 
of tough granitic and basatuc rucks. It has an 
outer wall little thicker tjian two egg-shells. The 
surface of tnls esn barely be scratched with the 
Angsr-nail. but the interior i» made up of a fine 
brown sandy clay, soft enough to dust the fingers 
and easily crushed between them. The nodule is 
not, it is true, whole. It has been broken along 
parallel planes so that at the time of finding it 
was an inch and one-quarter in depth, with an 
average diameter of an inch and five-eighths. Its 
fasts la that of a tub or. s aecuoa of a barreL . 

It Is curious still &rthsr on account of its 
contents, for this fragile mass of clay, so thinly 
veneered with a somewhat more resistant modifi¬ 
cation of it* substance, encloses the casts of sav¬ 
er «1 • of the ancient Inhabitants of Vancouver 
Island and tts vicinity. One of these pierces the 
nodule through Its axis, another passes into it 
radially/ ao that there Is a circular hole at each 
of the Nat end* and one In the rounded aide. On 
opening the nodule the casta are found to be of a 


quite unique character. At first they suggest 
corkscrews, but It Is seen at once that they are 
not spiral in their markings, tor the narrow bands 
that give this impression are parallel to each other. 
The bands, or ribs as they are more properly 
oaUed. are plaeed at the rata of about ten to the 
inch with fairly broad curved dpereaslons between.
